BOARD OF SELECTMEN — TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 
ANNUAL REPORT 


We are pleased to submit our annual report to you, the citizens of New Durham. 

1991 proved to be another challenging year for us all. As the world’s attention 
was drawn to the new democracies emerging in Europe and to the Desert Storm 
conflict, local focus continued to be centered on the faltering economy. With many 
losing their jobs the payment of property taxes remains an issue of concern for 
many townspeople. Your efforts in making tax payments in such hard times is com- 
mendable, as a result through the end of fiscal year 1991 the town had collected 
some 83% of the tax warrant - thank you. 

The Board has hired a part time professional assessor to help with matters per- 
taining to property assessments. With his assistance we have made some adjustments 
to property values in 1991 for the purpose of better equalizing the tax base. Also 
there were approximately 222 property tax abatement applications filed. 
Abatements were granted in 167 of these cases resulting in some $40,000. in ac- 
tual abated property taxes and a reduction of about 2 million dollars of property 
valuation. This was done to ensure that the tax burden is distributed equitably 
throughout the town. We thank each of you for your cooperation and understan- 
ding during this process. 

We have presented to you a proposed 1992 Town Budget that is intended to hold 
the line on any town (portion) tax rate increase. In fact, our early projections show 
that the rate will actually decrease some fifty to sixty cents - approximately 10%. 
To do this we have minimized spending wherever we could - without sacrificing 
town services. We thank the department heads and budget committee in helping 
us reach this objective. 

We extend a salute to all our town volunteers and volunteer committees, who 
continue to provide this town with countless hours of community service. They 
enrich our town and its sense of community pride. A special “‘hats off” to the 
following volunteers honored during the last year: 

Rachel & Leo Murray received a New Hampshire Municipal Volunteer Award 
for their 12 plus years of community work; and, the New Durham Recycling Com- 
mittee was the recipient of the New Hampshire Resource Recovery Association’s 
Community Group Award.

REPORT OF THE NEW DURHAM 
POLICE DEPARTMENT 


This year proved to be a record year for the Police Department for solving crimes 
and addressing the day to day needs of our community. As a result of dedicating 
nearly twice the hours that were used for criminal investigations in 1990, we were 
able to solve over 75% of the burglaries that occurred this year. This is a direct 
result of superb cooperation with other law enforcement agencies, particularly 
the New Hampshire State Police in the person of Detective Trooper David Wheeler. 


Because of this greater dedication of investigative resources we also saw 
increases in the clearance rate of all other crimes. This increase in successful 
investigation increased the hours we needed to deal with court matters by about 
20%, with an almost perfect conviction rate. 


Despite the increased hours of criminal investigations and court time, we have 
steadily increased both our patrol hours and our property checks - up by nearly 
25% this year. Our contacts with the motoring public were up by over 8% with 
375 summons being issued and 67 traffic and criminal arrests being made. 


In September , I was fortunate enough to be able to send Officer Thomas Swett 
to the D.A.R.E. Officers Training Class. Now the Town of New Durham has joined 
the thousands of other communities across the country that offer this most suc- 
cessful anti-drug program to their children. The response from students, faculty 
and parents has been most gratifying and I am proud to be able to continue to 
provide this program in 1992. 


Once again this year we have relied heavily on the people of New Durham to 
assist us in providing top-notch service to the community. On numerous and signifi- 
cant occasions the people of New Durham have assisted us in investigations, 
emergencies and in the day to day policing of the Town. We look forward to work- 
ing with other local police departments, the New Hampshire State Police, the 
deputies and dispatchers of the Strafford County Sheriff's Department for another 
successful year in providing top quality police service.

HEALTH OFFICER 
1991 ANNUAL REPORT 


I have inspected 5 failed septic systems, plus new systems, took over 40 water 
samples at Merrymeeting Lake and made health inspections on Day Care and 
Foster Home Facilities and Life Safety Inspections with Chief Nelson of the Fire 
Department. 

On sampling the spring and South Shore we found it to have Coliform present. 
The State of N.H. does not allow any coliform present for drinking water. By 
order of the Board of Selectmen we closed the spring. We then cloroxed the spring 
and still had coliform present. With the help of the Highway Department and 
Chief Gelinas we rebuilt the spring, took another sample, and it still had col- 
iform present. 

As of now we cannot open the spring until we get a coliform absent from the 
Department of Environmental Service from the State of N.H. We will continue 
to monitor the spring and open it at the earliest opportunity.

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REPORT OF THE WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


Over the past twenty-four months, many of New Durham’s residents have been 
devastated by the failing economy. The effects of unemployment in the area have 
been compounded by increased fuel, shelter and food costs. In compliance with 
New Hampshire State Law, the New Durham Welfare Department has assisted 
a considerable number of residents through this difficult period in meeting lifes’ 
basic needs. We have been inundated with inquires regarding both State and Local 
Aid, made numerous referrals to other agencies and have denied applications of 
those who could not meet the strict qualifying criteria. Increases in the duration 
of assistance, applications and inquiries, combined with the higher cost of pro- 
viding those essential needs has resulted in a tremendous dollar increase to the 
Town of New Durham. 


It is the Town’s mandated responsibility to provide such assistance uniformly 
and expeditiously to each qualifying applicant. To keep abreast of the new and 
changing laws which affect the application of this process, training has been in- 
creased. This has proven to be very cost-effective over the past several months. 
The eligibility determination process has been critiqued while on-going cases 
received greater scrutiny and follow-up. This was achieved while keeping the overall 
cost at a bare minimum and maintaining full compliance with State Law. This 
is often a difficult and time-consuming task for Welfare employees. Training ses- 
sions, consultations, research and constant review of applications have provided 
the necessary tools to implement the assistance program efficiently. 


In an attempt to recover some of the cost incurred by the Town, when applicable, 
Liens have been attached to clients’ property. As Director of Welfare I requested 
and was granted monies from the John Shirley Trust Fund to help defray the in- 
creased burden on the Town. The Work-Fare Program implemented last year has 
also been effective and well received. This program enables a recipient to provide 
specific work services to the Town, while the Town deducts the cost of these ser- 
vices from the Clients accumulated assistance, thus reducing their overall debt 
to the Town. 


As Welfare Director I shall continue my efforts to provide the utmost level of 
service both to the client as well as the taxpayer.

To accomplish this goal, the men and women of the New Durham Fire Depart- 
ment have attended countless training sessions to upgrade each member’s level 
of ability. We are continuously working on our fire and rescue equipment by hours 
of volunteer labor on the part of our members.

The Mutual Aid system has worked very well for the Town of New Durham 
during the past year. New Durham has sent aid to several neighboring communities, 
and we have called upon Farmington, Alton, and Gilmanton for their Assistance. 
The Town of Wolfeboro has provided much needed coverage in the King’s Highway 
area. To these towns, my sincere thanks. 

It is comforting to know that in the event of a multiple victim accident, such 
as the three accidents that occurred at the junction of Rt. 11 and Depot Road, 
where a total of eighteen victims were treated, we can count on our neighbors. 
We have been fortunate to have an ambulance service on call for our town for 
many years. It is however, now possible to be without coverage as the services 
get busier with their own communities or experience man-power shortages. 

To prepare for the non-availability of ambulances. I am pleased to announce 
that a used ambulance has been donated to the Town by the New Durham Fire 
Company to serve as an emergency back-up transport vehicle. 

To purchase the equipment necessary for our back-up rescue ambulance we will 
need the help of our support groups. We will be continuing our now famous Bean 
Suppers and other fund-raising activities. 
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Budget cuts have made us trim our expenses and in doing so have been required 
to depend more and more upon donations from the community, the Fire Belles 
and the New Durham Fire Company. 

The Fire Belles have donated a multi-channel base were for the fire station. 
The new radio enables us to communicate with Lakes Region Mutual Aid on more 
than one channel as is now required. In addition the Fire Belles have donated a 
high band radio with which we can communicate with Strafford County Dispatch 
and area hospitals. 

Thousands of dollars in equipment has been donated by the Fire Belles. I can 
not express enough our appreciation for their thoughtfulness and hard work. 

An accelerated training program has been introduced within the New Durham 
School and student participation has been excellent. Additionally, Lions Club Camp 
Pride at Merrymeeting Lake received several hours of training for camp counselors 
during the past summer. Participant response has been positive and plans call for 
continuation of this program in future months. 

As 1991 ends and I look forward to the challenge of 1992, I want to thank the 
members of our community for their fantastic support. My plans for 1992 call 
for increased training in the fields of incident command, hazardous materials, 
rescue from water and ice, medical upgrading with continuing education, and fire 
suppression and working to maintain and provide the finest Fire-Rescue Service 
possible.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Once again New Durham was fortunate by not experiencing a serious brush 
fire during the previous year. 

Fire permits, continuous patrols and most of all responsible property owners 
have resulted in this good record. 

New Durham has assisted several communities with brush fires during 1991 
and during the hot and dry months of July and August permits were withheld un- 
til rains eased the dry woodland conditions. 

Training was provided by State of New Hampshire and Lee Gardner, our State 
Forest Fire Ranger, in woodland fire suppression with class A foam. 

A foam unit was purchased by the New Durham Fire Company and donated 
to the Town of New Durham during the past year. Our training has shown its ef- 
fective use in wildfire suppression as well as in some structure and car fires. 
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Budget cuts by the State of New Hampshire may leave the State Fire Towers 
unmanned during 1992. It is for that reason that I remind you that; New Hamp- 
shire State Law (RSA 224:27I]) requires pemits for outside fires. Permits are issued 
by the Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Wardens for the State of New Hampshire. 
Burning is not allowed during the day, unless the ground is covered by adequate 
snow cover, and then only with a special permit from a State Forest Fire Ranger 
and the Forest Fire Warden. Violations of RSA 224:27II and the other burning 
laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up 
to $1,000.00 and/or a year in jail, as well as all fire suppression costs. 

If you have questions regarding New Hampshire forest fire laws or require a 
permit, please contact me or a deputy warden listed below.

Survey 

Thanks to those who answered this fall’s survey. We received 220 responses 
to this random telephone survey, based on one conducted by the Durham Public 
Library. Most respondents who use the library (approximately 60 per cent of 
those polled) rated our services “‘good’’ to ‘‘excellent’’. They commented par- 
ticularly on the helpfulness of the staff, the archive collections and children’s 
summer program. Areas slated for improvement include scheduled hours, park- 
ing and the expansion of children’s collections and programs.

‘*My kids aren’t in school anymore so I don’t use the library,’’ was the most 
common reason given by respondents who did not use the library. We hope to 
attract new patrons from this group with fundraising events such as a craft and 
garden fair this spring and by more actively promoting our adult services and 
programs. | 


We will use the survey results to direct book purchases and programming in 
the upcoming year. 


Cost effective budgeting 

With other town departments, the library volunteered a 5 per cent cut in this 
year’s budget. We will be doing more active fundraising this year to make up 
the deficit. Fundraising goals focus on the Anthony Reference Book Fund because 
we must keep our reference collections current to maintain state certification. 


In order to make our budget dollars go as far as possible we take advantage 
of RALI (Rochester Area Library cooperative) and interlibrary loan. RALI is 
a regional library cooperative. A minimal membership fee gives the New Durham 
Library access to new videos, books on tape and large print books every month. 


Interlibrary loan is a service provided by the New Hampshire State Library. 
The librarian can request books from any library in the state system giving patrons 
access to titles beyond our holdings. Last year’s computer purchase and a new 
phone billing plan have expanded the use of interlibrary loan (at reduced phone 
rates) from 42 requests last year to 160 in 1991. 


Getting a library card or becoming’ a member of the Friends of the Library 
makes you a part of a network that can serve as a lifeline during difficult economic 
times by offering opportunities for adult education, job research, free family 
recreation and community building. We hope to help more New Durham residents 
take advantage of this resource in 1992.

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1991 RECREATION DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen and the citizens of New Durham, I respectfully sub- 
mit my annual report. 

During the 1991 year the Recreation Department continued to see a rapid in- 
crease in participation, and we are very thankful for the generous donations of 
private groups and businesses, who have enabled us to operate on a minimal recrea- 
tion budget. 

Over the last three years the growth in numbers of participants in our programs 
has been unbelievable. Some examples of this growth are in soccer (400% in- 
crease), basketball (270% increase), swimming lessons (300% increase), 
baseball/softball (200% increase). We are also seeing this growth in our adult pro- 
grams such as basketball and volleyball which are filled to capacity. It is also en- 
couraging to note that over 83% of all elementary children have taken part in 
Recreation Department activities. 

In spite of the rapid growth, the Recreation Department has increased program- 
ming with only a 10% increase in its operational budget over the last 3 years. 
The main force enabling us to continue to expand our programming comes from 
the support of the New Durham Athletic Association. Over the past two years 
the NDAA has donated THOUSANDS of dollars to the Recreation Department. 
Some of the things the NDAA has provided are uniforms for all sports, sporting 
equipment, ballfield repairs, awards, team parties, AAU Sponsorships, 
Scholar/Athlete Scholarships, storage shed improvements, and much more. Com- 
bined, these are things the Recreation Department could not do, without aid from 
the NDAA. Many of the programs the Recreation Department has added are direct- 
ly dependent on the financial support of the NDAA. 

In addition to the regularly scheduled events, field trips, and athletic events, 
here is a sample of accomplishments of the New Durham Recreation Department: 

- involvement in the Hershey Track Meet. 

- sponsoring an OHRV Course. 

- expanding the Red Cross Swimming Program (certifying the Recreation Direc- 
tor as WSI). 

- expansion of the summer programs such as recreational games, arts and crafts, 
archery, golf, movies, and more. 

- 2 pee wee soccer and tee ball teams, 3 pee wee basketball teams. 

- 3 elementary girls and boys basketball teams. 

- cheerleading (winners of cheering contest at Alton High School). 

- increased participation in baseball/softball. (Shop-N-Save team was B.A.N.D. 
League Champion). 

- programming with the Farmington Fish and Game Club, the New Durham 
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Fire Department and Camp Maranatha 

- increased field and team sponsorships. 

- 2 elementary soccer teams. (Runner-up at New Durham Elementary Soccer 
Tournament). | 

- Field trips to Odiorne State Park, Laconia Water Slide, Mt. Major and bike 
trips. 

- special events such as the Halloween Party, Haunted House, and Easter Egg 
Hunt 

- Recreation Awards Banquet. 

- Addition of Babe Ruth Baseball. 

- New Durham Challenge Cup. 

- Adult basketball, volleyball, softball and golf. 

This also has been an exciting year for me professionally. I survived the Red 
Cross Water Safety Course, to become a certified Water Safety Instructor, to cover 
our swim lessons. I also had the opportunity to represent New Durham, as the 
New Hampshire State Monopoly Champion at the National Monoply Champion- 
ships, in Washington D.C. Both of these events were challenging, interesting new 
experiences. 

As our recreation programs continue to grow, it is our hope that the overwhelming 
contributions from volunteers continues. The time, effort, and financial contribu- 
tions are carrying your recreation department up to the next level. You should 
be very proud of the programs which you have available. 

I am looking forward to continued cooperation in the community, and continued 
growth for the Recreation Department. I urge you to contact me at the Elemen- 
tary School to initiate new programs, volunteer assistance, or scheduling events.

To the Board of Selectmen and the citizens of New Durham, I respectfully submit 
our annual report as Chairperson of the New Durham Recycling Committee. 

The New Durham Recycling Committee has seen an exciting, rewarding and 
often tiring year. Our results have been successful, both financially and 
environmentally. 

We started 1991 by applying for 2 grants. One from the State of New Hamp- 
shire for $10,000 and the other from N.H. The Beautiful. Our applications totalled 
more than 100 pages of documentation and untold volunteer hours. They were 
the first grants that New Durham had applied for and both were granted saving 
us more than $13,000 in town funds.
